Minneapolis, MN (NBNS) - Citing recent Supreme 
Court rulings and the Republican takeover of the U.S. Con- 
gress, the new head of the NAACP Myrlie Evers- Williams last 
week labeled the situation faced by American blacks “critical. 
“ She added, “Never has there been a more critical need for the 
NAACP, a strong organization with teeth and muscle and 
intestinal fortitude. “ Evers-Williams was alarmed at Supreme 
Court rulings which weakened affirmative action programs 
and which threatened the continued existence of several pre- 
dominantly black Congressional voting districts. She was also 
critical of Republican party plans to “reform” welfare. But the 
nation’s oldest civil rights organization faces the new chal- 
lenges ata time when itis nearly $4 million in debtand has been 
plagued by a series of internal disputes. There are also those 
who question the continued viability of the organization. 
Indeed, Evers-Williams offered little that was new in her 
speech and placed greatest emphasis encouraging blacks to 
vote.

RESTORED 


The political word today is “contract.” The House Repub- 
lican majority’s “Contract With America” has created vari- 
ous political contracts all across the country. The Christian 
Coalition has drafted its own “Contract With the American 
Family”—a ten-point list of “suggestions” to help reverse 


This focus on political “contracts,” making our elected 
leaders accountable, is fine. But as we see our culture in 
disrepair, with violent crime and degradation all around us, is 
the question we must ask: Is it not the personal contract and 
the social contract that needs to be restored or reaffirmed? 

The results of broken personal and social contracts are all 
around us: More than two-thirds of all African American 
children are born out of wedlock and the trend is moving in 
that direction for whites as well; more than fifty percent of all 
marriages end in divorce. While parents indulge themselves, 
the children are forgotten. 

Theabsence of a father in the home cannot be understated. 
While individual families vary, the fact is, aside from being 
the traditional breadwinner, the father is also the traditional 
disciplinarian, especially for boys, instilling a sense of limits 
and correct behavior. 

Growing up with an absent or infrequently seen father, 
today’ S children fend for themselves, with predictable results: 


personal contracts have murdered childhood and wounded 
society. 
But even so, our troubles would not be so bad if society’ s 


Where do we go from this sorry state? We can admit we 
have failed today’s children; the sense of right and wrong 


social contract of equality under the law can and must be 
restored immediately. 

Bad citizens violate the end of excellence as a citizen and 
of a human being; they hurt others, often through violence; 
through cowardice i in battle; through theft from others; or 


are not punished, what is the incentive to do good? 

If people don’t see that good is rewarded and evil is 
punished by the law, they come to resent the law as unjust. 
They will not follow it, they will take it into their own hands. 
Failure to have a rational and orderly system for fairly and 
impartially ‘judging the acts of citizens tells them that there is 
advantage in taking advantage of the law. Worse, children 
who have not learned right and wrong at home or in school, 
will learn another wrong lesson if they don’t see good 
rewarded or evil punished: The law is not to be respected; |’ 
justice is a myth. 

But justice is nota myth. Justice means to give to each in 
the proper measure what they deserve, so punishment should 
fit the crime. That is why, for instance, the death penalty is 
sometimes right. The seriousness of the punishment shows 
the seriousness of with which society takes transgressions 
against it. It show that society respects the lives of its good 
citizens when it will not tolerate the arbitrary taking of their 
lives. We ought to accord all persons the same respect they 
accord to their fellow citizens. Give to each according to their 
just desserts, and what they deserve is judged by their actions. 
That is the essence of justice.

LOOK to future

And the families, who 
gather for their summer re- 
union later this year, have the 
satisfaction of knowing that 
what happened during the first 
week of January 1923 is no 
longer a dark secret.

Still in the works are a 
book, a movie deal and a per- 
manent memorial. 

The violence began on 
New Year’s Day 1923 whena 
group of whites, angry after a 
fruitless search forablackman 
accused of attacking a white 
woman, rampaged through the 
community of about 120 
people. At least six blacks and 
two whites died. Almost every 
building was burned. 

Rosewood faded from 
public memory until 1982, 
when Gary Moore, then a re- 
porter for the St. Petersburg 
Times, wrote about the com- 
munity and its end. After that, 
elderly survivors began speak- 
ing out. 

State lawmakers passed a

I think if he and I got 
together we could make some serious noise.

APPEAL from page 2 
that the hearing was a setback. 

“T ve said repeatedly up to this point in time that there is practically no chance that Mr. 
Jamal will be executed on the 17th. After observing today what I have seen in court, I’m not 
so sure,” Weinglass said. He said any ruling other than a granting of the execution stay would 
be immediately appealed. 

The motion to disqualify Sabo was based on defense charges that he had a strong bias in 
favor of capital punishment, having presided over 31 cases in which the death penalty was 
imposed, and that he unfairly restricted Abu-Jamal’s defense during the trial. 

The request for a new trial was based on arguments that included improperly suppressed 
or ignored evidence in the case, bias in the court and police coercion of witnesses. 

Prosecutor Hugh Burns told the court Abu-Jamal had compromised his own trial defense 
by repeatedly disrupting the proceedings and failing to cooperate with his court-appointed 
attomey. Abu-Jamal has lost earlier appeals in the case. 

Two Japanese lawyers studying the U.S. death penalty were in the courtroom and one 
of them, Hitoshi Horii of Tokyo, said later, ‘I found it unbelievable that the same judge who 
had issued the death penalty would be the one who was handling this hearing as well.” 

Philadelphia Fratemal Order of Police President Richard Costello, whose union has 
opposed attempts to win anew trial for Abu-Jamal, said he saw nothing at the hearing or in the 
protests outside to change his mind. 

“Noise is no substitute for evidence,” Costello said. ‘As far as I’m concemed, the 
execution set for August — we’re looking forward to it.”

would tell you that many of our judges and juries have never been fair towards African- 
Americans,” Sirus added. 

Perhaps to underscore Sirus’ anger about Gilliam’s written press statement, you can see 
that her quotation, either in error or on purpose, omits the word “black” as prefix to 
“journalists.” It reads, “As an organization of journalists,” rather than of black journalists. 

“If this is really a black organization, they should act like it,” Sirus said. 

In arather sarcastic observation of NABJ’s position published this week in the Village 
Voice, a writer offered, “Say what you will about the National Association of Black 
Joumalists, but do not accuse the organization of excessive loyalty.” 

The Village News also quoted two NABI sources who disclosed that Gilliam wanted the 

organization to protest the journalist’ s execution, but was voted down by other NABJ officers. 

Salakhan chided the organization’s leadership for abandoning the award winning 
joumalist. 

“NAB)’s leadership decision was cowardly, hypocritical and unconscionable.” 

He also predicted the possibility for serious violence if the execution is carried out. 

“I see the potential for serious devastation, but I’m afraid to say what it might be. 

“I hope NABJ comes to its senses before losing credibility to many in and outside the 
African American community.” 
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He said two current agents — one black, one white — attended this year’s event to play 
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volleyball, but left after realizing the black agent was not welcome. 

The agency is currently facing a federal lawsuit, filed by black agents who contend ATF 
supervisors have done little to address complaints of racial slurs, harassment and other job 
discrimination. There are about 200 blacks among ATF s 2,000 agents. 

Beside the two agents who left, Magaw said he has confirmed that four retired ATF 
agents were involved in the event. He is investigating whether other current ATF agents 
attended, he said. 

Magaw said it would be against the law to use ATF facilities or equipment to organize 
such an event.
